yhe December grand jury made its final 
report at 11:30 o’clock Saturday and was 


discharged. 

There were 104 true bills returned and 14 
bills were ignored. 

It its report the grand jury says it made 
deep investigation as to the causes that 
led to the commission of so much crime, 
and to see whether some remedy could nor 
be applied that would lessen crime. 

“We believe,’” the report says, ‘“‘that fully 
% per cent of all crimes were committed by 
persons who were intoxicated. We also find 
that nearly every attempt at burglary or 
highway robbery appears to have been 
committed by boys from 15 to 3% yeare old.” 

The jurors take notice of certain down- 
town saloons that keep open all night. 
Therein criminals are known to congre- 
gate, fights and disturbances are of almost 
nightly occurrence, and in them gambling 
is known to exist. These places demoralize 
the weak and develop youthful criminals, 
gay the grand jury. 

The jurors also find there are saloons 
where stolen property is @&sposed of and 
pawned for drinks. It has been found that 
stolen property thus pawned is frequently 
repawned to regular pawnbrokers, = thus 
making the saloons ‘“‘fence houses.”

It is recommended by the grand jury 
cants to minore be strictly ,enforced, and 
that steps to revoke the licenses of dis- 
orderly saloons be at once taken.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Jan. 14.~Attor+ 
ney General Crow to-day filed in the Su- 
preme Court his reply to the return of 
the respondent in the quo warranto pro- 
ceedings against the Lindel] Railway Com- 
pany. It makes a general and specific de- 
nial of things contained in the return, ex- 
cept the passage of ordinance No. 19,429 of 
the City of St. Lowis, granting respondent 
certain privileges. 

It charges the respondent has accepted 
the provision of the ordinance by filing its 
written acceptance and a bond for $50,000 
required under ordinance to be filedgetthin 
60 days from the passage of the ordinance 
and has made the first payment of $7000 on 
Jan. 1, as required under the provisions of 


>the ordinance, and that all of this is done 


to prevent the Mayor and Comptroller from 
declaring the franchise forfeited, as they 
have a right to do under the provisions of 
the ordinance, and that the respondent has 
negotiated for and secured some of the 
roads allowed under the ordinance and has 
negotiated and contracted for the transfer 
of the roads named in the relator’s petition, 
and its right under the ordinance, to other 
parties and it is estimated to be of great 
value, of more than $1,000;000.

POLICE HOLD HIM FOR LARCENY 


STAMBOULOFF OF BULGARIA 
PLANNED TO CROWN HIM. 


But With All His Accomplishments He 
Couldn’t Be Honest and So 
He Came to the Us- 
ual End.

NEW YORK, Jan. 14—A man who might 
have been King of Bulgaria is under ar- 
rest in the prison ward in Bellevue Hosp}j- 
tal. He is Nicolas Erasme de Saven, “Count 
de Toulouse-Lautrec.” The police are hold- 
ing him for grand larceny. 

Saven was arrested on complaint of W. 
W. Caldwell, of the Pan-American Express 
Co. It is charged that he tried to swindle 
the company out of $2000. 

Nov. 28 Saven went to the express com- 
panies here seeking to send a package said 
to contan $2000 worth of jewels to Lillalo, 
Cuba. He refused to open the package and 
the express companies declined to do busi- 
ness. In Brooklyn he fared better and got 
a receipt from the Adams Express Co. It 
transferred the package to the Pan-Ameri- 
can Co., which forwarded it to Lilialo. 
Pedro Mora, the Cuban agent, opened the 
package for the Spanish Custom House of- 


cials. It contained a dirty shirt, a package 
of newspapers and a piece of wood. 

Saven is one of the most remarkable ad. 
venturers of modern tmes. Stambouloff 
was deceived by him. He was considered 
seriously for the throne of Bulgaria. Mad- 
elaine, his companion, was his co-con- 
spirator in this attempt. In his memories 
Stambouloff, the Bulgarian patriot, writes 
of Saven, closing: 

“Why didn’t Saven and the woman who 
was his accomplice become masters of ‘the 
universe?’ ‘ 

The “‘count”’ is a Lothario. Of his adven- 
tures in love he has. said: 

“Women have toved me; they have fol- 
lowed me to the ends of the earth. My 
love affairs would fill volumes.” 

He received a medal for bravery at Plev- 
na and was wounded twice. 

At the Russian Consulate it was learned 
that Saven is the son of a French Countess 
and a cuntractor. He was a member of 
the Czar’s horse guards. His wealth he 
wasted and then began a career of crime. 
He deceived Bleichroder, a Berlin banker; 
was sentenced to jail and escaped on the 
way to prison. Then he returned to Rus- 
sia. He sold a house which did not be- 
long to him. For this he was sent to Si- 
beria for life. Again he escaped, went to 
Paris and Brussels, and finally came to 
this country. 

Here he has been arrested for defraud. 
ing the Hotel Martin out of a board ‘ill 
for drawing a revolver on a cab driver, an 
for cheating a woman out of $10. For this 
last offense he had to pawn his coat to 
pay his fine. Saven was in Tampa when 
the army lay there. He wanted Gen. Miles 
to appoint him as one of his aides. 


Saven spent several weeks in St. Louis 
about two years aaeeens figured conspicu- 
ously in the public prints. He came an- 
nounced as an agent of the Russ‘an Gov- 
ernment empowered to make contracts for 
the Trans-Siberian Railroad, and he was 
welcomed by local capitalists. 
any money here the fact was never made 
public. The local capitalists dropped him 
after a few days but he remained and con- 
tinued to get into the newspapers. He had 
a suite of rooms at the Planters’. and at 
first kent a stack of gold coin on hia wri'it- 
ing table. The longer he stayed the small- 
er the stack of gold became, and finally It 
disappeared. 

Saven figured in a scandal at a hotel in 
the West End, that ultimately caused a di- 
vorce suit.

Nelson Dingeley, Jr., Governor of Maine, 
W874-'75, and member of Congress from the 
‘Second Congressional District of Maine 
since 1881, was born tn Durham, Me., in 
his Grandfather Lambert's house on the 
banks of the Androscoggin River, Feb. 15, 
1832, son of Nelson and Jane (Lambert) 
Dingley. The year following his birth his 
Parents moved to Parkman, Piscataquis 
County. Here they lived on a farm 

time and then took charge of the 
tavern with which a store was 
connected, In 1838 the family moved to 
Unity, Waldo County, and thence, 1854, to 
Auburn and Androscoggin County. At 17 
he teught a winter school in the town of 
China, 14 miles from-home, and he (on- 
tined to teach Winters while fitting’ for 
college. In 1800, at the age of 18, he en- 
tered Waterville, Me., Academy, of which 
the well known Prof. J. H. Hanson was 
principal, and there completed his prepara- 
tion for college. Entering Waterville Col- 
lege (now Colby University), in 1851, he 
remained there a year and a half and then 
became a student at Dartmouth College, 
from which he was graduated in 1855 with 
high rank as a scholar, debator and writer. 
Atter leaving college Mr. Dingley studied 
law in 1855-6 with Merrill & Fessenden in 
Auburn, to which city his parents had 
removed while he was in college, and in 
the latter year was admitted to the bar. 
Instead of entering upon the practice of 
law he decided to become a journalist, 
for which profession he always manifested 
a decided taste. In September, 1856, ne 
purchased the Lewiston Journal, of which 
he had been-practically the editor while 
studying law, and to which, in 1861, he 
added a daily edition. The paper rapidity 
increased in circulation and influence under 
his managemeni. 

His first vote was cast in 1854 for Hon. 
Anson FP. Morrill the anti-slavery and tem-

MANSFIELD, MO., Jan. 14.—‘‘Well, Whig, 
how’s all the folks up in Crackerneck?’’ 
With this salutation to Officer Whig Kesh- 
lear of Kansas City, Train Robber Jen- 
nings threw off all pretense and admitted 
that he is Bill Ryan, one of the notorious 
outlaws who followed Jesse James, 

The bandit smiled grimly as he made the 


ulet and reeerved in his demeanor. He 

directed the details in a calm and business- 
like way. He climbed Into the express car 
wth a sack over his arm and placed the 
dynamite on the safe and lighted the fuse. 
After the explosion he put the contents of 
the safe into the sack and rode a@way on 
horseback with it, leaving the rest of the 
robbers. 


Ryan rails against his accomplices who 
have made confessions. He took a very 
cunning way of informing Kennedy that 
part of the gang had “squealed” when John 
Was taken into the room where he and 
Shepherd were under guard. 

“Who is the cuss, Byrum, who has been 
blowing and trying to drag innocent people 
into his crimes?” Ryan exclaimed, loud 
enough for Kennedy to hear from where he 
Sat across the room. 

Kennedy was not in a good humor and he 
fired a shot back at Ryan. “It’s a wonder 
that peapie who pull off such jobs as this 
wouldn't get out of the country, instead of 
lying around until they are caught, and 
then trying to get other people into it.’ 

Kennedy made the remark to Sheriff Can- 
trell, but he meant it for Ryan and Shep- 
herd. He is angry at them because they 
remained at Nye’s house and got caught, 
instead of following his example and quick- 
ly getting out of the country. Had Ryan 
and Shepherd left the day after the rob- 
bery they probably would never have been 
captured. The officers are at a loss to 
understand why they remained. 


Before he had been bound over Ryan 
was confronted by Whig Keshlear of Kan- 
sas City, a deputy county marshal who 
had helped eonvict Ryan in his early days, 
and when asked if he knew that officer, 
replied: ‘Yes, I know him, and the jig’s 
up.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Jan. 14.—The Crim- 
inal Court grand jury is again at work on 
the Leeds train robbery case. For formal 
reasons there are to be reindictments of 
W. W. Lowe, Jesse James, Andy Ryan, 
Polk and Stone. Besides them, on the tes- 
timony of ‘“‘Confessor’' Lowe and the de- 
tectives, the jury will indict Bill Ryan, 
whom Lowe has identified as the mysterious

G. W. Agee, Superintendent of the South- 
ern Express Co., has this to say:

He 
had his preliminary hearing postponed till 
Jan. 23, further to perfect his alibi, we 
suppose. But Kennedy will find no local 
feeling in his favor where he 1s to be tried.

SIX ROBBERS NOW IN JAIL. 


Three Macomb Bandits at Springfield 
and Three at Marshfield. 
SPRINGFIELD, Il., Jan. i14.—Of the six 
Macomb train robbers, three are now in 


jail in this city. John Kennedy, Bill Ryan 
and Joe Sheppard. Nigh, Ray and Fagley 
have been taken to the Marsfield Jail for 
safe keeping 

Bill Ryan says he will be defended by the 
best legal talent in the country, and that 
the noted criminal lawer, Cranin, of Chi- 
cago will arrive in the city within the next 
two weeks to defend Sheppard and himself.

WAS IT SAMPSON OR SCHLEY? 


Mr. Berry Brings Up the Argument 
Again in Discussing the Naval 
Personnel Bill. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 14—In the House 
yesterday Mr. Berry (Dem., Ky.) warmly 
Supported the naval personne] bill. 

“I believe the bill will remove conflict,” 
he said, “and if there is any country 
where there is a necessity for the removal] 
of conflict in the army or navy it is the 
United States (laughter). I think we have 
a magnificent phase of a conflict in the 
army service of the United States pre- 
sented in the papers this morning, and 
whether it will end in-a duel or not I do 
not Know, but it shows there is a very con- 
siderable amount of friction in the army 
of the United States. 

“There was some conflict then among the 
Officers of the navy, in the greatest battle 
of the war, the greatest battle of modern 
times, because it demonstrates the char- 


acter of the men and vessels that were en- 
gaged in it, and there is no doubt in the 
mind of the American people who is en- 
titled to the credit of the victory. But 
there are people who are trying to steal 
away from Schley the credit of the glorious 
triumph he won on the 3d of July, 1898.”’ 

In this cornection Mr. Berry read the 
following poem, amid a whirlwind of laugh- 
ter and applause: 

When the Spanish fleet with full headway 
Dashed out of Santiago Bay, 

Taking the chances of death and wreck, 
Who stood on‘ Yankee quarterdeck 

And marked .the game witb engle eye— 
Say! Was it Sampson, or was it Schley?

“I say it should be writter Schley,’’ con-

be wiped off the statute books. I say the 
men who made that magnificent charge at 
San Juan Hill, in all the aspects of this 
case, are aS much entitled to take Santiago 
as a reward for their services as the men 
who sunk Cervera’s ships.” (Renewed ap- 
plause.) 

In response to a direct question, Mr. Mey- 
er (Dem.) of Lou'siana said the committee 
would offer an amendment to repeal the 
law giving prize money to the navy. His 
statement was generally applauded. 

Later Mr. Berry alluded to the eituation 
in the Philippines. He had not decided, he 
said, how he would stand on the proposi- 
tion to annex these islands, but he wanted 
it distinctly understood that the back'ng 
Aguinaldo was supposed to be receiving 
from Germany would have no weight in af- 
fecting his opinion. 

““‘We may yet have to whip Germany as 
we did Spain,” he eaid, amid great ap- 
plause. 

Mr. Foss offered the following amend- 
ment to the section giving staff officers 
positive rank, and it was adopted without 
division. 

“But ‘officers whose rank is so defined 
shall not be entitled, in virtue of the rank, 
to command in the line, or in the other 
staff corps. Neither shall this act be con- 
strued as changing the titles of officers in 
the staff corps of the navy.”’ 

Mr. Bailey (Dem.) of Texas objected to 
the abolition of the rank of Commodore. 
Our greatest sea captains, he said, had 
held that rank in the hour of their vic- 
tories—Perry, Jones, Farragut, Schley and 
Dewey. American traditions clung about 
the title of Commodore and he was op- 
posed to its abolition to meet the social dis- 
tinction of foreign powers and foreign 
courts. It might be only a sentiment, but 
he preferred an American sentiment to the 
etiquette of a foreign court.’ (Applause.) 

Mr. Dayton explained that the title of 
Commodore was unknown abroad and that 
on étate occasions they did not know 
where to place a Commodore. 

“They may not know where to place an 
American Commodore at the dance,”’ inter- 
rupted Mr. Bailey, ‘“‘but they know where 
to place him in battle.’’

The vulgar attack of Gen. Eagan upon the commanding 
general may safely be ignored by the public, and Eagan him- 
self left to be dealt with by the officers of the army. The man 
who dishonors his uniform is not likely to go unpunished. 

But the incident is a symptom of grave disorder in the army. 
Discipline is dead when such a breach of decency is possible. 

It comes on ihe heels of a series of incidents which all go to 
show that autherity is lacking in the service. High officials 
disregard and contemn one another, and all work at cross 
purposes. During the war Gen. Miles wags sent about the 
countrv like an errand boy instead of being placed in charge 
of military operations where, it is supposed, a commanding 
genern! ought to be. The Adjutant-Genera] is accused of in- 
triguing against the Secretary of War and even of intercepting 
The Secretary himself is known to 
have sent four cr five contradictory orders to officers in the 
field, and is sharged with double dealing with the army at 
Santiago, whereby he played off conflicting ambitions one 
against the other for political purposes. The army had no head 
and nobody seemed able to reduce the confusion and estab- 
lish discipline and good order.. From beginning to end, in- 
compctence, neglect, inexperience, petty personalities ana 
“politics” were conspicuous. If we had been dealing with a 
first-class military power, not even the prayers of the Saints 
would have saved the American troops from ignominious de- 
feat. 

Eagan’s insane outburst is the culmination of all this. It 
points to the absnlute necessity of reorganizing the service. A 
special Congressional inquiry is called for, to be followed by 
the necessary constructive legislation. Nothing short of this 
will restore public confidence in the War Department and 
army. 
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Uncle Henry need not trouble himself about his grammar if 
he wants to teil the investigators what he knows.

They desire to know why convict labor, by supplying a 
share of the market requirements, should make it difficult, 
perhaps in some cases impossible, for law-abiding workers 
to sell their labor. ” .

HAY NOT SO EASY TO SEE. 


New “‘Lovers’ Lane’’ Under the Eyes of 
Thousands Is Developed in 
the Capital.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—President Mce- 
Kinley is always accessible—that !s to say, 
he is accessible to people who have busi- 
ness with him. The Executive Mansiou is 
thrown open to visitors at 9 o’clock, and 
remains open until 2 p. m. 

The usual sightseers, of course, are not 
permitted to see the President unless he 
happens to be a personal friend or has bus- 
iness of some importance with the Chief 
Executive. Before seeing the President it 


is necessary for the unknown to go through 
the formality of making the acquaintance 
of either Secretary Porter or Assistant Sec- 
retary Cortelyou, usually the latter. Door- 
keeper Loeffler, who is a captain and store- 
keeper in the regular army, always sits on 
guard and protects the President from the 
intrusion of the morbid people. 

Senators and Representatives, of course, 
have the right of way during business 
hours. Whenever the President is at leis- 
ure the lawmakers are always admitted, 
and it matters not whether they are Demo- 
crats or Republicans. There are a few 
Senators and Representatives, however, 
who are always on the main track, and 
nothing short of a private conversation 
with Cabinet officers can throw them on 
the sidetrack. 


Hay Is Becoming Exclusive. 

Secretary of State Hay, who lives lives In 
a handsome residence at the corner of Six- 
teenth and I streets, overlooking Lafay- 
ette Square, and within a stone’s throw of 
the Executive Mansion, is a most exclusive 
person. 

Unlike other members of the Cabinet he 
does not see callers after nightfall. For 
some time after his return from London he 
could be seen at nearly every hour of the 
night, and like Chauncey M. Depew he has 
been known to get up in his pajamas after 
the midnight hour to see newspaper men. 

The 
fact that he was “on tap” at all hours of 
the night soon became known on Ncecws- 
paper Row, and whenever any penny-a-liner 
had occasion to see him on any important 
news he was always roused from his slum- 

ers. 

The Secretary soon found that he could 
not be awakened at all hours, and he has 
given h‘s butler instructions to admit none 
other than Cabinet Officers, Senators, Rep- 
resentatives and personal friends after he 
comes from the State Department.

The short avenue lying between the White 
House and the State, War and Navy De- 
partment building, known as Executive 
place, has gained the sobriquet of ‘‘Lovers’

ton social life.

The couple will walk down this avenue, 
which is frequented by clerks and officials 
of the various departments, to the end and 
return. This is repeated several times, and 
the intensity of the love can be told by the 
number of journeys made up this unat- 
tractive street. 

In social circles this is considered the 
height of boldness. An interested crowd of 
spectators can nearly always be discov- 
ered standing on the balcony of the office 
of the Secretary of the Navy.

HISTORY. 


OVER A MILLION A_ DAY. 


—— 


Handsome Advance in Most Stocks 


and Several New High-Price 
Records Made. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 14.~The volume of 
trading on the Stock Exchange since Fri- 
day of last week has been unprecedented. 
There have been but seven million shares 
in the last fourteen years and four of these 
occurred this week, while the average 
trading alsc exceeded a million a day. 
Never before in the history of the Ex- 
change ‘have the transactions on two suc- 
seeding days each exceeding a million, and 
this happened twice this week. London hae 
been an éenormous seller on balance, but 
there has been, nevertheless, a daily ap- 


reciation in values here making a very 
andsome advance in most stocks for the 
week. There were many new high price 
records and a number of other stocks sold 
at the highest prices in years. The largest 
gain since Friday was 17% in Great North- 
ern preferred. There were advances in the 
Pacifics ranging from 4% in Union Pacific 
up to 6% in Central Pacific, and in the 
grangers from 3% in St. Faul, to 6 points 
in Burlington. There were large advances 
coalers, led by Delaware & Hud- 
son with 5% points. Trunk lines made ad- 
vances ranging from 3 points up to 7%, the 
latter in Pennsylvania. Among the special- 
ties changes were comparatively narrow, 
except for advances of over 7 points in 
Manhattan and Brooklyn Transit. The 
declines, which were very few, include 
Lake Erie and Western stocks and Pitts- 
burg, C. C. & St. L.. which latter made 
the maximum loss of 7%. The iron and 
steel stocks were weak with losses ranging 
from % in Federa] Steel, to 3 points in 
American Steel & Wire common.

REVISING MINE LAWS. 


Illinois Legislature Will Be Asked to 
Make Several Changes. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Jan. 14—Secretary 
David Ross of the State Board of Labor 
Statistics has a bill to revise the mine in- 
spection laws of the State. In enforcing 
dhe law, it has been found that the present 
Statutes are in many instances indefinite 
and obscure, and it is the purpose of t 
new bill to simplify and make plain all 6 
the provisions of the existing law. A few 
minor changes will also be made. 

By agrcerent of all the parties interested, 
the provision of the statutes requiring that 
mine owners pay an inspection fee whene 
ever an inspection is made, will be abol- 
ished. There has been trouble over this 
law ever since It was passed; and the ques- 
tion is now-in the courte. 

Many of the mine owners have refused to 
pay the fee, on the provné that the law is 
unconstitutional, ane $25,000 is now tied up, 
awaiting the decision of the Supreme Court 
hy eb the liability of the operators, 

rovision will be made for the division 
of the State into new mining districts, the 
division to be made by the State Board of 
Labor Statistics. The present division ts 
very unsatisfactory, for the reason th 
some of the inspectors have more wor 
than they can properly attend to, while 
otheis have very Httle to do.

“DUBLIN’ STILL CHEERFUL. 


Old Weinand’s Murderer: Goes to the 
Penitentiary Jesting. 


Eighteen prisoners, convicted of various 
crimes and sentenced to terms of impris- 
onment in the penitentiary, were taken to 
Jefferson City Saturday by Chief Dep- 
uty Sheriff John H. Poh!man. 

Among the 18 was William Roberts, alias 
Dublin, who confessed to having a share 
in the famous Jacob Weinand murder of 
December, 1897. ‘‘Dublin’’ pleaded guilty to 


murder in the second degree and got a 
10-year sentence. Since the day of his 
arrest he has been in a cheerful mood, de- 
spite the fact that for more thana a year 
he stood in the shadow of the gallows 
and was haunted by one of the most atro- 
clous murders ever committed in St. 
Louis. Saturday morning his spirits were 
the same as ever, and he laughed as he 
was being shackled to a negro burglar. 

‘Well, Mr. Pohlman,”’ he said, as he 
stood at Twelfth street and Clark avenue, 
gazing at the grim old Four Courts build- 
ing and waiting for a street car, “I guess 
it will be a long time before they will ever 
get me in there. Ten years is a long time, 
but I guess I am good for that, and more.”

PLUCKY PRIVATE WATCHMAN. 


William Burke Held His Prisoner in 


Spite of the Crowd. 


At the muzle of a revolver Private Watch- 


man W ‘liam Burke Friday night held back 
a crowd and prevented a rescue of a thief

TQ PREVENT BUTTER FRAUDS. 


Ex-Gov. Norman J. Colman Employed 
to Prosecute Oleomargerine Dealers. 
Local butter dealers have retained ex- 

Gov. Norman J. Colman to look after the 

enforcement of the oleomargerine law and 


to assist inspectors in securing convictions 
of violators. 

Secretary J. R. Rippey of the Missouri 
State Board of Agriculture, in writing to 
the St. Louis Auxiliary of the National 
Dairy Union, says: 

“The trouble with the enforcement of the 
law in St. Louis was with Judge Murphy. 
His rulings the last two years have been 
outrageous and scandalous to the judiciary 
of the State, if he has been properly re- 
ported by the press. He ruled in one case 
that where butterine had been purchased 
for ‘country roll butter’ no case had been 
made, holding that it was a polite name 
for oleo, and ‘the purchaser knew it. We 
had to abandon 20 cases under this ruling 
after we had analyses made and paid for 
other costs.. Again, he ruled, so we have 
been told. that an analysis by Dr. Howard 
Carter, City Milk Inspector, and pornege 
as competent a chemist as there is in the 
State, was not good because Dr. Carter, 
back in the early part of his life, had not 
graduated in a department of chemistry.”

A NEW LIGHTING COMPANY. 


Bill to Give a Franchise to a Mysteri- 
ous Organization. 

A bill was introduced in the House of 

Delegates Friday night by Mr. Schumacher 

to grant to the St. Louis Light, Heat and 


Power Co. a franchise to efect an electrical 
power plant and to occupy the streets and 
alleys with its wires, poles and other ap- 
purtenances for 50 years. It provides for the 
use of conduits in the district affected by 
the conduit law and asks the privilege of 
supplying electricity, gas, water and steam 
to its patrons. 

By the terms of the bill, the franchise 
for the first five years is to be without 
cost. After that the company offers com- 
pensation as follows: For the next five 
years 1 per cent of the gross receipts; for 
the succeeding five years 14 per cent; and 
2 per cent during the remainder of the pe- 
riod of the franchise.
